conditions regarding fish releases for that month inoperative,
Irrigation normally commences after June 1,

6, There is unappropriated water avaiiable at times
to supply applicants ﬁnder Applications 15404, 15573, 15661,
15669, and 159148, and éugh»water may be diverted and used in
the manner proposed by said applicants, when availlable and
subject to suitable conditions, without causing substantilal
injury to any other lawful user of water. There 1s no un-

appropriated water avallable to supply the later applicants.




7. The intended use is beneficial,

FProm the foregoing findings, the Board concludes
that Applications 15404, 15573, 15661, 15669, and 15948 should
be approved and that permits should be issued to the applicants
subject to the terms and conditions set forth in the following
Order, and that Applications 181L6, 18210, 18533, 18543, 18555,
18556, and 18642 should be denied,

IT IS HEREBY ORDERED that Applications 15404, 15573,
15661, 15669, and 15948 be, and the same are, approved, and
that permits be issued to the applicants.subject to vested rights
and to the following terms and conditions:

l. The amount of water to be appropriated under permit
issued on Application 1540l shall be limited to the amount which
can be beneficially used and shall not exceed 1.44 cubic feet per
second to be diverted between about May 1 and about November 15
of each year. The equivalent of such continuous flow allowance
for any thirty-day period may be diverted in a shorter time if
there be no interference with vested rights. The permittee shall,
during the month of May, by=-pass a minimum flow of 5 cubic feet
per second or the flow of the stream, whichever is less, to
maintain fish life,

2. The amount of water to be appropriated under permit
issued on Application 15573 shall be limited to the amount which
can be beneficially used and shall not exceed 2 cubic feet per
second to be diverted between about June 1 and about October 31

of each year. The equivalent of such continuous flow allowance
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for any thirty-day period may be diverted in a shorter time
if there be no interference with vested rights,

3, The amount of water to be éppropriated under
permit issued on Application 15661 shall be limited to the
amount which can be beneficially used and shall not exceed
0.9l cubic foot per second to be diverted between about
June 1 and October 1 of each year. The equivalent of such
continuous flow allowance for any thirty-day period may be
diverted in a shorter time i1f there be no interference with
vested rights,

li. The amount of water to be appropriated under
permit issued on Application 15669 shall be limited to the
amount which can be beneficially used and shall not exceed 0,75
cubic foot per second to be di%erted between about June 1 and
about October 1 of each year. The equivalent of such continuous
flow allowance for any thirty-day period may be diverted in a
shorter time if there be no interference with vested rights,

5. The amount of water to be appropriated under
permit issued on Application 15948 shall be limited to the
amount which can be beneficially used and shall not exceed
1 cubic foot per second to be diverted between about May 1
and about September 15 of each year, The equivalent of such
continuous flow allowance for any thirty-day period may be
diverted in a shorter time if there be no interference with
vested rights. The permittee shall;, during the month of May,
by-pass & minimum flow of 5 cubic feet per second or the flow of

the stream, whichever. . is less, to maintain fish 1life,
. .




6. The maximum amounts herein stated may be reduced

-in the licenses if investigation warrants.

‘ 7. Actual construction work shall begin on or
befére June 1, 1962, and ﬁhereafter be prosecuted with reason-
able diligencé, and if not so commenced and prosecuted these
permits may be revoked.

8. Said construcﬁion'wofk shaillbe completed on
or before December 1, 196l.

9, Complete application of the water to the pro-
posed use shall be made on or before December 1, 1965,

10, Progress reports shall be filed promptly by

permittee on forms which will be provided annually by the

State Water Rights Board until license is issued,

11, All rights and privileges under these permits,
including method of diversion, method of use, and quantity of
water diverted are subject to the continuing authority of
the Stgte Water Rights Board in accordance with law and in
the interest of the public welfare to prevent wasté, unreason-
able use, unreasonable method of use, or unreasonable method
of diversion of said water.

It is further ordered that Applications 18146, 18210,
18533, 18543, 18555, 18556, and 186l42 be, and the same are

denied,
